If-you-cannot, I would ad- 
vise you to apply, about twice a week, just be- 
low arid at the sides of the kneée-pan, but not 
above the same, a liniment composed of one part 
of eantharides and four parte of oil, boiled to- 
gether for about half an bour. This liniment 
must be rabved in sufficiently with the hand so 
as to bring it into ‘s thorough contact with the 
skin; and the applications of the same may be 
repeated, from time to time, sill the desired re- 
sult has been accomplished, or till it has become 
evident that nocure will be effected.

The daties on iron rails vary from 303¢ to 39% 
per cent, and on steel rails from 88% to 45 per 
cent. The amount of duty on rails paid the 
Government during the last financia) year was 
$6,681,528. The amount of duty paid the Penn- 
sylvania monopolists during the same yoar was 
something enormous. All of it ultimately comes 
out of the pockets of the shippers of freight. 
Taking the three roads already mentioned, and 
allowing that the cost of new rails wae only 
three-fourths of the item of track repairs, we 
find that they paid in one year for the rails used 
to relay their tracks the sum of $4,335,882. If 
we consider that the duty averaged only 35 per 
cent, it amounted to $1,124,182. This, it should 
be remembered, is an sanndal charge. It 
must be replaced within the year, The. 
freight carried over ‘these three roads 
must pay not only whatit would were there no 
tariff, but $1,124,182 besides. The tariff makes 
it pay, indeed, a very great deal more than this. 
It makes it pay interest on the increased cost of 
the original track and the increased cost of every 
locomotive and ewitch, and even bolt and bar 
and nut and screw.
